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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Beaudet et al. [US. 5,689,668]. 

As to claims 1 , 5, 7, 1 1 , 13 and 15, Beaudet et al. disclose a computer 
implemented method and corresponding apparatus for displaying a hand- 
held wireless communication device comprising the steps/means for a 
processor, a display and a storage device having a browsing stored therein, 
which when executed by the processor; persistently displays an icon (Level 
1 button) in a predetermined part (1 st Zone (20)) of each of a plurality of 
display screens (multiple screens are Level 1 , Level 2) of hyperlinked 
content, the icon representing a pop-up browser menu that contains a 
plurality of items (Level 1 choice A, Level 1, choice B...) representing 
browser-specific features; 

responds to user selection of a predetermined selectable item in any of the 
display screens by providing a user-perceivable indication that the pop-up 
browser menu (Level 1 menu) is currently selectable and responds to a 
selection input when the pop-up browser menu is currently selectable by 
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displaying the pop-up browser menu (column 2, line 65 through column 3, 
line 3). 

Beaudet et al. fail to clearly a hand-held wireless communication device. 
However, it was well known that the hand-held wireless communication 
device is taught in the computer art. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made to combine the 
well known implementation of the hand-held device with Beaudet et al. 
Motivation of the combination would have been easy to carry of the portable 
device. 

As to claims 2, 6, 8, 12 and 14, Beaudet et al. also disclose the hand-held 
wireless communication device further comprising a selection control and a 
set of directional controls for moving a selection indicator bi-directionally 
along only a single axis; and the hand-held wireless communication device 
lacks a direct pointing device and wherein the pop-up browser menu can be 
accessed by a user using only the set of directional controls and the 
selection control (figure 1, the multiple choices A, B, C....can be selected by 
a set of control keys of the keyboard such as up arrow key, down arrow 
key....). 

As to claims 3 and 9, Beaudet et al. show the predetermined part of each of 
the display screens is a title bar of each of the display screens (figure 1 , 
Level 1 is the title of the screen). 

As to claims 4 and 10, Beaudet et al. also show the predetermined 
selectable item is a top selectable item in any of the display screens (figure 
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1 , the user can select Level 1 choice A as the predetermined selectable 
item).
